eeeFirstly, the 2kw pep output limit is not - power increase, 
considered from the piione man’s point of view. If you 
are an AM freaque, presently a ikw imput limit exists 
for the carrier, With P.A. efficiency of 65%, the out- 
put carrier is 650 watts. Applying 100% modulation 
gives a pep of 4 times this (V“/R with two times the 
voltage on modulation peaks) or 2600 watts pep! Now 
the Commission wants you to drop your power input to 
a paltry 770 watts (-1.15dBl). The poor ssb’er is 
aliowed 1000 watts of plate meter-indicated average | 
power input.
